The usual 
practice of publishing this organs on the first and fifteenth of each 
month was amended to provide for the publication of a special issue 
on 20 Rovember in co m m e m oration of Rational Independence Day. Thie 
special issue took the place of the 1 December edition. Beginning with 
the 1 January 1952 edition, SHC1PERIA will be published semi-monthly 
in Rone rather than In lew York. 



b. a large 1952 oil en da r , designed by Albanian* working for Tho 
Rational Committee for a Free Albania, andpprinted in the United States, 
is now being nailed to Albanians throughout tho world. This calendar 
was prepared to enhance the prestige of tho RCFA in the eyes of 
Albanian exiles. 



(3) The Propaganda Supply-Drop Program 

a. The first propaganda supply-drop was successfully completed 
on the night of 18/19 December. It consisted of 800 small tin cans 
supported by 150 parachutes and 500 pounds of flour peeked in one 
pound bags designed to sustain a free fall. The contents of tho email 
cans included rasor blades, needles and other small, scares consumer 
goods. The target* for this raid were the town of Kruje and tho city 
ox lore*. A preliminary drop of two hundred sans was made north of 
Durros to test the efficiency of the releasing equipment. To date, 
no reaction from the Tirana government has been reported. But is i* planned 
to infiltrate a four-man team into the Kore* area to cheek popular reset ion.
